CHAPTER 411. 
AN ACT relating to voluntary assignments.. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented 
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. In any assignment hereafter made Exempt prop 
for the benefit of creditors wherein and whereby erIcejogn= 
the assignor, excepts in whole or in part such of na ne sPecitied in assigummt. 
his property as is exempt under the laws of this 
state from seizure or sale on execution, or on any 
provisional or final process issued from any court 
or any proceedings in aid thereof, it shall not be 
necessary in such assignment to specify or de-
scribe the exempt property, but it shall be suffi-
cient to state generally, in the assignment, that 
he excepts such exempt property therefrom. 

SECTION '2. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.
